She’s talked to every city, from 
Covington to Williamsburg, that 
sits along U.S. 25 in Kentucky in 
order to dmm up support for a U.S. 
25 yard sale. 

Wiggington, of Williamstown,

Former NBA star, Williamstown native dies

Hall of Famer Arnie Risen, known as 
“Flash” and “Stilts” during his illustrious 
basketball career, died Aug. 4 in Beechwood, 
Ohio. 

Risen, who played basketball at 
Williamstown High School before playing in 
the NBA, was 87. 

The 1942 WHS graduate, who has a street 
named after him in Williamstown, was rec¬ 
ognized by the school district in 1999 by 
being named a member of the Williamstown 
Wall of Fame at graduation. 


Risen was also named “Alumni of the 
Year” in 2012. 

After graduating, Risen had a try out for 
University of Kentucky Coach Adolf Rupp, 
but did not receive a full scholarship offer. 

He decided to play basketball at Eastern 
Kentucky State, now Eastern Kentucky 
University, in 1942-43 before transferring to 
Ohio State, where he earned All-Big Ten 
honors in 1943-44 and All-American honors 
in 1945-46. 

At Ohio State, Risen played on two NCAA 
Final Four teams.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Whirlwind was weird 

I saw the strangest thing the other day: a 
bona fide whirlwind? I was taking water 
to the ewes and lambs mid-day and I 
looked up to see this swarm of plant material and 
whatever else was in it- swirl around a viburnum. 
It was hot out and only the slightest breeze was 
apparent. 

Since I was by myself I had to comment to the 
sheep and the dogs, “Oh my gosh, look at that, 
that is so weird!” So, I kept watching it and it 
moved to another shrub so I ran over to see if I 
could feel it too. I got in the middle of it and it 
pelted me with plant debris so I moved away and 
watched it move down the driveway. I could see 
how supernatural attributes have been applied to 
whirlwinds the world-wide, it was eerily alive. 
The Navajo call it chiindii and believe that if the 
spin is clockwise the spirit is friendly; if it is 
counter-clockwise it is malevolent. My visitor 
thankfully had a clockwise spin to it. 

So it seems the farm had its own little dust 
storm; I immediately thought about the folks in 
Phoenix, Arizona (and some close friends who 
live there) who are experiencing massive dust 
storms on what seems like a regular rotation. So, 
I had to look into this little phenomena and this 
is what I found out, we had a dust devil.

A dust devil is a whirlwind “that forms due to 
super-heated surface layers and stretched vorticity 
(which basically means something’s natural 
propensity to spin), most commonly on sunny, 
warm days with light winds.” So does this mean 
that if we really are warming we may see more 
whirlwinds major and minor? 

Whirlwinds come in many forms and are 
categorized as major types and minor types. 

Major forms include 
tornadoes, waterspouts and 
landspouts; minor forms 
include intermediate events 
like a gustnado (yes, this is 
a real term) and firewind 
(which I have witnessed 
when we burn our tall grass 
prairie in early spring) and 
the lesser dust devils, steam 
devils and snow devils. 

My little dust devil had 
the potential to create radio 
waves and an electrical 
field too. The debris 

particles that were swirling 
and banging into each other 
create noise and can 
become electrically 

charged. That is pretty neat. 

“Blow Outs" 

In the desert southwest the dust storm that 
descends on the city of Phoenix is a result of 
thunderstorm activity. The summer brings the 
monsoon season which brings thunderstorms 
that build and create power “blow downs”- 
blasting the dry desert dust and then “blow outs” 
creating a wall of dust that moves out from and 
in front of the actual thunderstorm. Last July, the 
city experienced a record-breaking 100-year dust 
storm that traveled 150 miles, was a mile high at 
its peak and had gusts up to 50 mph. 

Nature never ceases to amaze me. Pay close 
attention to your surroundings and maybe you, 
too, will experience you own vertical column of 
spinning wind and debris. It’s weird but in a 
good way.

The Northern Kentucky 
University - Grant County 
Center is one of a kind and a 
recent agreement between NKU 
and local officials will keep it 
around for a long while. 

Dr. James Votruba, president 
of NKU, joined Williamstown 
Mayor Rick Skinner and Wade 
Gutman, executive director of 
the Grant County Industrial 
Development Authority, in sign¬ 
ing an agreement that defines 
the operations of the center. 

In this agreement, NKU has 
agreed to pay for operational 
costs at the Williamstown facil¬ 
ity. The city leases the building 
to NKU at $1 per year. 

Prior to the agreement, oper¬ 
ational costs for the center were 
raised by the Grant County 
Foundation for Higher 
Education. 

While Votruba began his 
retirement as president of NKU 
on Aug. 1, he was instrumental 
in bringing the center to Grant 
County. He had just began his 
new job as president of NKU, 
when he was approached by 
leaders and community mem¬ 
bers in Grant County about the 
possibility of NKU extending its 
campus and opening a center 
locally. 

Their reason in approaching 
NKU was their concern over the 
lack of Grant Countians with 
college degrees. 

“The NKU-Grant County 
Center is one of the most impor¬ 
tant things we’ve accomplished. 


It will help us attract businesses 
because we’ll have an educated 
work force,” said Gutman. 

Votruba was receptive the 
idea of an extended campus in 
Grant County. 

“Dr. Votruba’s positive, can- 
do spirit and support of the 
Grant County Center have been 
integral in its success,” said 
Betsy John-Jennings, director of 
extended campus initiatives. 

John-Jennings said it was 


important to Votruba to get the 
agreement signed as his tenure 
as NKU’s president came to a 
close. 

The NKU-Grant County 
Center began offering classes to 
students in the fall of 1998. At 
that time, there were 89 students 
enrolled and classes met in a 
building on Paris Street next to 
the Williamstown United 
Methodist Church. 

In the fall of 2004, the facili¬ 


ty moved to its present location 
on Main Street, behind the 
Williamstown City Building. 

John-Jennings said enroll¬ 
ments have increased to 210 
students, with most students tak¬ 
ing more than two classes. 
Students range in age from 16 to 
70. The center averages 135 stu¬ 
dents in 12 to 18 classes each 
term. 

Classes offered include edu¬ 
cation, criminal justice, integra¬ 


tive studies, organizational lead¬ 
ership, music, biology and 
radiologic technology. 

John-Jennings said that the 
many students who begin class¬ 
es at the NKU-Grant County 
Center move onto the main cam¬ 
pus by their third semester and 
some choose online classes to 
meet their own schedule and 
travel. 

This agreement will be 
reviewed every three years. If 
any of the parties’ involved want 
to dissolve the agreement, a 
12-month notice is required. 

“This community is special 
because they recognized a need 
and went after it as a community 
united. NKU has a long term 
commitment to the Grant County 
Center,” John-Jennings said. 

Right now, NKU has two-full 
time staff members, two full¬ 
time faculty members, two stu¬ 
dent workers and several adjunct 
faculty members depending on 
each semester’s academic 
needs. 

Skinner said the agreement 
was important because the com¬ 
munity wouldn’t have to worry 
about fundraising to keep the 
center open. 

“The center is a benefit to the 
community for those freshmen 
that aren’t quite ready to go 
away or can’t afford to go away 
to have an opportunity to live at 
home and start their education,” 
said Skinner. “It’s also good for 
the people of Grant County that 
want to further their education 
who are non-traditional students 
because they can still go back 
and take classes at home.”

2010 - 
AUDIT 

Inside 
the Jail 

by Terry Peeples, Jailer 

I would like to take this opportunity to clarify some 
misconceptions on the Grant County Detention Center’s 2010- 
2011 canteen audit. I am going to break down the auditor’s 
report and provide a detailed explanation so that everyone will 
know the facts. 

The auditor found that expenditures received verbal approval 
but requested that all approval be documented. We have since 
developed a requisition form that must be filled out for all 
purchases and approved by myself. Once I have approved it 
then it is forwarded to someone to put the purchase thru so that 
no one person has control over the process. 

All checks from the Grant County Detention Center require 
two signatures. There was a check that was sent to the bank 
that was cashed with only one signature. I contacted the bank 
and stressed that it was important that all our checks have two 
signatures. They were very willing to help with this and 
assured us that they would check to ensure that they have 2 
signatures before they would honor them. 

There was some question to the use of debit cards at the 
facility. I made the decision that we would discontinue the use 
of debit cards and strictly use checks only. This was in an 
effort to ensure that the requisition process was being followed 
on all purchases. 

It was noted that there wasn’t adequate procedures in place 
in regards to receiving the merchandise that had been ordered 
at the facility. In an effort to correct this all orders are required 
to be checked upon receipt that the order is complete and 
accurate. 

It had been the policy of the Grant County Detention Center 
for a number of years that all money was received at the facility 
and placed on the inmate’s books. We had never had a policy 
in place that dictated that the facility provided a receipt to the 
inmate’s family. This was noted by the auditor to be a 
deficiency and in an effort to be in compliance a new policy 
was put in place. All money orders must now be sent off to 
Telmate lie. to be placed on the inmates account. The 
Detention Center no longer accepts any form of money from an 
inmate’s family to be placed on their account. 

The auditor noted that contracts for the facility for medical 
and food service were bid out but that the bid was not 
advertised. These contracts did receive the mandatory 3 bids 
that the fiscal court required and they approved it with these 
bids. Now that we are aware of this all services of this nature 
will be advertised as required by the Kentucky Revised 
Statutes. 

The auditor noted that the facility failed to provide a canteen 
audit report prior to his request. It was noted that the facility 
had never supplied one in the past. We were unaware that this 
was required and unaware of what needed to be reported. 
Since this we are complying with this report and I am happy to 
say that the report was forwarded to the county treasurer for 
fiscal year 2011-12 before the deadline given to us by the 
auditor. 

The auditor recommended that we have a tape backup for our 
server so that we can back up all records at the facility. I am 
happy to say that this was ordered and installed in the facility 
so that we will no longer have this issue. 

My decision to close the canteen was based on several 
factors. There was an issue with theft by the inmates. We 
made every attempt to eliminate this. There was also a human 
error issue where that someone was responsible for the accurate 
accounting for over 350 inmates accounts. We noticed that 
there was a lot of issues with inventory. We were keeping a 
large amount of inventory to keep the shelves stocked and 
storage and rotation of merchandise became an issue. My staff 
and I thought that it would be better to allow the commissary to 
be handled by an outside organization that specialized in 
inmate commissary. 

Overall I was very pleased with the audit. We have 
addressed all areas of concern and I hope that this allows 
everyone to understand the audit report. We are making great 
strides and have made huge progress since taking office in 
January 2011.
